ALLOWANCE 

Claims 74-101 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or render obvious the combination of 
features as claimed. In particular, the prior art of record fails to disclose a filter that is 
completely formed of a conductor and nonconductive dielectric, in which the conductor 
forms an inductance, and a capacitance is formed from the conductor and 
nonconductive dielectric. The inductance and capacitance have a resonant frequency 
that is tuned to a tomograph frequency.
